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BRC and ADP for Camps

The ADP for camps was 4,356 during the 4th Quarter of
2001, representing a decrease of about 127 juveniles from
the 3rd Quarter of 2001. As with past years, the camps' ADP
continues to remain inherently stable.

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Gender Distribution in Camps

The camps' percentage of females has been decreasing over
the course of 2001, making the average population of
females for 2001 9%-a figure similar to past years. While
juvenile halls' percentage of females have been slowly
increasing, camps have not experienced the same trend.
The average female population in camps has remained
stable since 1999.

Distribution of Charge in Camps
The percentage of felony-charged juveniles in camps during
the 4th Quarter 2001 remained unchanged from the 3rd
Quarter (65%). We have seen a decrease of 5% from the 1st
to the 4th Quarter of 2001, and a significant decrease of the
average percentage of felony-charges juveniles in camps
since 1999 (5%).
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
